Rain Damaging 
Georgia Cotton 
And Peaches 


Corn, Hay, Pecans and 
Sweet Potatoes Help- 
ed by Weather. 


Some Georgia crops, such as 
cotton and peaches, have suffered 
under the heavy rains of the last 
nine days. Others, such as corn, 
hay and pecans, have thrived in 
the damp, the Weather Bureau an- 
nounced here yesterday after a 
statewide survey. 

An analysis of crop conditions 
light of recent weather shows: 

Cotton—Weather mostly too wet 
and too cool. Weevil activity much 
increased and cultivation badly 


hindered except in the northern | 


and extreme eastern part of the 
state. 

Corn—Best prospect in years in 
many south Georgia counties, but 
too wet in many areas, especially 
where water is standing in the 
fields, causing leaves to turn yel- 
low. The crop has mainly reach- 
ed roasting ear size northward 
from Macon. 

Sweet Potatoes—The rains have 
been mostly favorable for sweet 
potato growing after a planting 
season that was too dry. Much 


transplanting has been going cn 
and the bulk of the crop will be 
late. ‘ 


Tobacco—The wet weather has 
been unfavorable for curing of 
mature tobacco, but late tobacco 
is making a good growth. 

Truck Crops—Quite favorable 
weather is reported from some 
areas, but large areas report too 


-much rain, especially for tomatoes 


and watermelons. Cultivation has 
been hindered somewhat. Beans 
are growing well, but with con- 
slant rain making spraying im- 
practical, the Mexican beetle is 


|doing considerable damage. 


Pecans—A heavy crop is set and 
developing nicely. 

Pastures—Growing rapidly. 

Peaches—Wet weather has pro- 


| moted rot, stimulated circulio ac- 
| tivity, and interfered with the har- 
| vest.

For a number of years The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion has chosen as its principal good will move- 
ment for the Christmas season its “Ten Op- 
portunities.”

THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 
NAZIS IN SOUTH AMERICA WASHINGTON, July 10.—The 


War and Navy departments 
have recently completed a comprehensive survey of the military 
problem of the defense of the western hemisphere. Depending upon 
two unknown factors, the Fascist timetable and the trend of public 
opinion here, high army and navy officers are fairly optimistic on 
this country’s ability to prevent either an internal or external Nazi 
penetration in South America. 

But these experts are optimistic only if the United States adopts 
a firm policy and maintains it, whatever the developments at home 
or abroad. Other descriptions may be used to explain the policy, 
but in fact it is a form of imperialism. In the past the South 
American republics have objected strenuously to Yankee domina- 
tion, but now they seem not only willing, but anxious, that the 
United States assume a rather absolute control of the hemisphere. 


THREE PRINCIPLES The army and navy men, who for some 


weeks have been giving their undivided 
attention to defense of this continent, lay down three principles as 
essential to success. 

First, this country must assume an unalterable determination to 
defend all of the hemisphere. Before the new armament program 
the army talked pessimistically of a defense of South America only 
as far south as the Brazilian bulge, while the navy talked of de- 
fending all the South American republics. Now the military estab- 
lishments are being keyed up to a total defense, and the strategists 
are hopeful that our navy can hold off any attack, even if the 
British lose their fleet, at least until the time when the air farce 
is built up to full strength. 

Second, the United States must be prepared to take decisive 
action no matter what the internal political consequences may be. 
Both the Republicans and Democrats are on the record in favor of 
defending this hemisphere. But there is a likelihood of some con- 
gressional opposition if the President should send ships and troops 
to South America in the event of an internal putsch. The military 
experts emphasize that there should be no delay, and every indi- 
cation is that the White House is ready to take immediate action. 

Third, while army and navy officials are now satisfied with the 
expanded rearmament program, they repeat what everybody recog- 
nizes, that the program must be speeded.. To develop the regular 
army of 1,000,000 men and the trained reserve of 2,500,000 that the 
War Department favors, compulsory military training appears to 
be a necessity. And with some slight changes the War Department 
favors the Burke-Wadsworth conscription bill now being debated 
in congress. 


KIRK’S REPORT Even those who recognize that Nazi pene- 
tration in South America is a pressing prob- 

lem often underestimate it. During a recent visit to Washington, 
Alexander C. Kirk, the well-informed American charge in Berlin, 
said that Germany was having great success in converting to the 
Nazi cause the South American diplomats stationed in Berlin. 
Kirk’s report showed that, almost without exception, the ambassa- 
dors and ministers to Berlin from our “good-neighbor” countries 
were urging on their home governments the advantages of being 
friendly to the Axis powers. 3 
Nazi political activity in South America has by now been well 
publicized. It is being supplemented by an even mote effective 
effort, the sales talk from hundreds of German agents that the 
Reich is eager to buy: huge amounts of South American surplus 
goods. The President and the State Department have evolved an 
elaborate system for this country to buy up the South American 
surpluses to prevent just such economic inroads by Germany and 
Italy. At the forthcoming Havana conference of the South Amer- 
ican republics, State Department officials are confident that the 
plan will be accepted, providing that the South American states 


are convinced of the readiness and ability of the United States to 
defend them. 


CHEERFUL NOTE When 2a real Nazi move in South America 

will come is anybody’s guess. If the Ger- 
mans make a swift conquest of the British Isles, army and navy 
officials are fearful that trouble may start in South America in 
August or early September. If trouble comes that soon, they are 
not too optimistic, but if it is delayed six months or a year, they 
are confident that increased American plane production will put 
this country in a position of being able adequately to defend the 
hemisphere. As a cheerful footnote to these appraisals, it can be 
added that the daily reports te the White House on the European | 
war have recently disclosed an amazing improvement in the British 
air defenses, with the British in recent skirmishes showing su- 
periority over the German bombers.

Nothing could make 
this clearer than the Post’s remark 
about what Russia could say to us 
if we do not recognize her seizure 
of Bessarabia.

and Fifth Columns to break down the foe long before the troops 
marched in.

The reply to the statement of Secretary Hull on the Monroe 
Doctrine was a sample. Hitler’s basic premise was that, if the 
Monroe Doctrine is valid for this part of the world, then it also is 
valid for Europe, that if the United States does not expect any in- 
terference in her hemisphere, then she should not interfere in 
Europe. 

At first reading this sounds like a most reasonable and plausible 
proposition. A number of persons have wagged their heads and 
agreed. 

Then came Secretary Hull to expose the fallacy in Hitler’s state- 
ment. The Monroe Doctrine prohibits any political meddling in 
this hemisphere; denies the right to set up a political system of 
Europe. 

Mr. Hull pointed out that not once had the Unitde States nor 


any one of the American nations sought to establish a politcal sys< 


tem in Europe. 

But the United States does emphatically insist on its right under 
international law and its right to co-operate economically with any 
nation so desiring it. 

Hitler had no real hope of breaking down our position on the 
Monroe Doctrine. He took his position merely to lend encourage- 
ment to isolationists and to give more voice to his own minority 
group in this country.. 


THE SAME POLICY That same policy worked in other coun- 
tries. The people were divided. 
Then conquered. It kept down Nazi losses. Their armies had 
less fighting to do.

In Philadelphia last week Mrs. John Jay Ide sat down to read 
a long back-file of newspapers. She had just returned from Europe. 
She wanted to find out what had happened there. 

In no nation in Europe was there any freedom of news. 

There are thousands of Frenchmen in their own country today 
who do not know what has happened; who do not know the de- 
tails of the new government which is totalitarian; who do not know 
of the capture of their troops; of the details of the surrender. 

The French were never told their equipment was inadequate; 
that the politicians and the generals had bungled and failed to equip 
the army. 

In this country we all know about our own lack of prepared- 
ness. The newspapers are telling the story of what happens. Here 
and there are organized groups which feel, now and then, the news- 
papers do not tell the whole story as it applies to them. This.may, 
on occasion, be true. But, on the whole, the newspaper desk men 
and editors, taking the millions of words of news each day, manage 
to give the people the news of what is takipg place in the world and 
inform them how it concerns them.
